PANAMA, October 25.—The Star and Herald 
has a story of a naval battle between the Pe- 
ruvian iron-elad Huascar and a divisien of the 
Chiliam fleet. Steaming rapidly along the 
coast, the Iiuasear, at about half- 
past three ou the &th of October, 
signaled to her consort, the Union, the ene- 
my was in sight, and immediately proeeeded 
at full speed to the northward, hoping to elude 
their vigilance in the darkness and trusting to 
the superior rapidity of the Union to misiead 
the opposing squadren. The Union rather 
invited the enemy’s attention in hopes 
the Huasecar might get far enough 
ahead befere daybreak to escape. 

THE CHILIAN VESSELS

Mr. Alexander's motion for an inerease ot 
salary was overruled in the tollowing opinion 
by Judge Thayer: 

W. S. Relfe, Superintendent, vs. Colombia Life 
Insurance Company. In the matter ot the 
application of the Receiver for an inerease of 
salary. 

An examination of the reports made by the 
Receiver and filed in this court shows thatsinece 
August 7, 1877, the Receiver has been allowed 
and paid for his services an amount averaving 
$313 62 per menth, up to the month ending 
October 5, 1879. 

This, in my judgment, is ample comp2nsa- 
tion, considering the character of the Re- 
ceiver’s duties and the responsibilities by him 
incurred, The routine duties of the office 
have undoubtedly been annoying, but scarcely 
more sotban the duties devolved upon many 
ether persons engaged in various mercantile 
pursuits Who work for no greater com- 
pensation. On the other hard 
it may be said that the receiver has had no 
great responsibility to incur in the way of in- 
vesting tunds or collecting assets of the trust 
estate. He has acted, in all important matters, 
nnder the advice ot counsel. and generally un- 
der the sanction ot orders of court. Further 
more, the fees uf the receivers Counsel have 
not ee out of bis salary, but out of the 
trust fun 

In my opinion, the receiver shoula not be al 
lowed,extra compensation on account of the im- 
portant litigation in which he has been engaged 
since his appointment. It is a matter within 
the personal knowledge ot the court thas the 
litigation in which the receiver has been en- 
gaged bas been, at all times, under 
persenal supervision of the receiver's counsel, 

and that the receiver’s duties with respect to 
such litigation have been merely clerical, suck 
as preparing abstracts from books and papers, 
and turnishing other informatier from dvoca- 
ments in his possession. 

Finally, the amount and value of the trust es- 
tate now and heretofore in the receiver's hans 
wil not warrant the payment ef any larger 
salary than the receiver has heretotore receiv- 
ed. Il feel confident that such service as the 
receiver has rendered could be obtained in the 
market frem competent and trustworthy mena, 
for the compensation heretetore uliewed. 

Indeed, under the late law enucted by the 
Legislature, the compensation to be allowed to 
temporary ugentsthat muy be appointed to 
take charge of tke affuirs of iusolvent in 
surance companies, is expressiy limited, and 
cannot exceed the sum of $15@ per mouth. 

Under these circumstances the applicatioa 
of the receiver to be allowed 51. 200 additional 
compensation for services hertofore rendered, 
will be denied. Nofurther allowance for ser 
viees rendered prior to Uctober 5, 1879, will 
be made: but trom and after that date the re- 
ceiver’s compensation will be fixed at 9300 per 
month, that being a sum nearly equivalent to 
the average salury heretofore paiu. The tes 
timeny heardin support of the present mo 
tion satisfies me that such allowance is not un 
reasonable. 

In this connection I may also 
Satisfied that the services of Mr. Win. II. 
Bleck (the former cushier of the com- 
pany, and now an employe ot the 
receiver) have been of especial value to the 
creditors ef the company Ly reason ot his inti- 
mete acquaintance with the forme business of 
the corporation... The receiver will, there- 
fore, be authorized to make the compensation 
of Mr. Block for past service equivalent to 3150 
per month, and to allow the sin rate of com 
pe neation in future until the farther order of 
Court.

Scenes in the Famous Salons of Monte 
Carlo. 


(Correspondence of the Hartford Times. 

To come to Nice without visiting Monaco is 
to go to London and not see the Tower. Cirni- 
valistic festivities being atan end, [ madea 
trip to Monte Carlo at Monaco, the most fa- 
mous gambling place the world knows—and 
the only one in Europe now existing openly 
under State patronage; for that of Valaia- 
Saxon, Switzerland, was sbut a short time ago, 
the Federal Government commissioner sol- 
emuly reading at midnight the law announe- 
ing the closing of the last gambling 
place but one in the Old World. As. to 
the English one at Heligoland, near Bre- 
men, the gambling heli long ago went out ef 
the lands Hombourg and Wiesbaden’s glo- 
ries under pew imperial sway are over; mor- 
ality and ruin have returned to those towns. 
snd the old Russian countesses whospent the 
greater part of their time at the tapis vert are 
now habitues of fair Monaco. Our 12:35 p. 
m. train leaving Nice was packed with Eng- 
lish, Germans, Russians, with here and there 
an American, some of whom had come from 
Canoes. Our common destination was Monaco, 
a half hour’s ride through the finest scenery of 
God's earth. 

I descended trom the train at Monaco, 
While my fellow travelers remained a couple 
of minutes lohger, riding to the d>or of 

MONTE CARLO; 

for your convenience is so studied that you 
are kindly left at the very gate of destruc- 
tion. DPyreferring to see the town itself first, 
I climbed the steep rock, perhaps 300 feet 
high, on which Monaco is perched. The 
broad, white silk banner of the smallest 
country in Europe fluttered gaily on the 
Lreeze, and the little town lay bathed in sun- 
sbine and literally covered with bright flow- 
ers, palm trees, cactuses and aloes. I have 
traveled far and wide, but L never have seen 
us lovely view of mountains, Water and sky as 
here on the threshold of Italy. After visiting 
the. remarkable castle and still more remark- 
able court, and gazing down from the lovely 
palace garden into the sea, which lies far be- 
low, I started off for Monte Carlo, twenty min- 
utes’ walk from the castle, on a road planted 
with palmtrees and innumerable cactuses. 
This road by the sea wound around the ting 
town and afforded unrivaled views stretching 
around ascmi-cirele of blue mountains to 
Italy, and closed by the dim 
outhnes of the city of Bordighiera. 
If would take me hours to describe 
one of the finest gardens in Europe, so I'll 
only say that the garden of Monte Carlo com- 
wands the loveliest view, and has the finest 
plants and flowers of the tropics. The pro- 
menuders have not the beautiful, peaceful 
look the landscape has; the ladies, many of 
them splendidly attired, laugh and talk ner- 
vously; the men are wrapt in their own 
thoughts, paying little attention to their fair 
companions. The women care but little for 
this want of politeness, for this gambling pas- 
sion is the strongest of all, swallowing up all 
others, natural andartificial. At the gaming

A notice is put 
upinthe store that checks are cashed on 
Wednesday, and Mr. Ililkene happened to be 
there on Wednesday and saw what was paid 
out in cash that day for checks.

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DEATH OF LADY GOOCH. 


The Curtain Falls on One of London’s 
Strangest Dramas. 


The Sean Side of Life in 
Vanity Fair. 


From the New York Herald. | 

Lanpon, October 31, 1879.—Lady Gooch, 
wife of sir Francis Gooch, well known in con- 
nection with her attempt to palm off a spuri- 
ous childon her husband, is dead. [Thus ends 
the strange history which startled London a 
year ago. Lady (iooch has not died unpitied. 
Erer since the December morning when the 
Recorder of London said that the law did not 
care to deal with her offense, and the grand 
jury refused to find 4 true bill against 
her, public opinion has been veering in 
her favor, and, while it could not justify, 
has vet declined tocondemn. LEnglisnseciety 
has come to believe that she was more sinned 
against than simming. To the foreigner the 
case was mainly interesting for the light it 
threw on the decadence of a very old English 
family. The Gooches were not ennobled, but 
for centuries they had been lords of Suffolk 
domam. They had given judges to the bench, 
generais totheurmy and bishops tothe church. 
Their founder had in 1727 been created 
Lieutenant-Governor of W * and 
it is said of him at neith- 
er in habitants nor merchants ever 
complained of his administration. Sir 
Francis, the eighth Baronet, suceceded to 
the title and estates when he was barely of 
age. IIis brother bad suddenly died, leaving 
a young widow, and from the position of a 
penniless younger son he became ata bound 
owner of Benacre Hall and a magnificent 
rentroll. Hs ürst step was to marry Miss 
Annie Sutherland, to whom he had for a year 
been engaged. She was a country squire’s 
daughter, pretty and  tlovable. For a 
while all was happiness. Sir Francis 
bought his vounger brother a commis- 
sion, took his sisters aud mother to live at the 
hall, and in the summer of 1873 Lady Gooch 
gave birth toason. On the same day Lady 
Eleanor, the dowager, married again. Then 
the heir died, andthe new found happiness 
gradually melted away. The young baronet, 
believing that no other heir could be born to 
him,estranged himself from his wife. Some- 
bow or other.“ said her advocate at the trial, 
‘*her husband’s love was gone-—gone with 
the little child that was then laid in its grave. 
She became possessed of one idea. Night and 
day-she cherished one dream. If she had 
another child to take to 
him—another child who she could persuade 
bim was his own—then she might win back 
the love that was lost.’’ Sir Francis went off 
for months on yachting 1 his sis- 
ters bad married: Lady Eleanor, who was 
now once more regarded as his heiress, treat- 
ed her with undiszuised bitterness, and she 
was left alone in the Hall with a certain Miss 
Garrod, an elderiy companion, not unlike 
Miss Briggs, in Vanity Fair. Inthe mor- 
bid mood thus engendered she first formed 
the idea of getting a child from the Foundling 
Hospital. She made little secret of her inten- 
tion. She asked the aid of the meek Miss 
Garrod, of the hospital matrous, 
of various doctors at various seaside resorts, 
and, when they all refused, hired the services 
of a compassionate nurse, Who conveyed the 
baby at night into the Grosvenor Hotel. Next 
morning the deception was discovered, and 
her husband, burning to avenge his wounded 
family honor and vindicate the claims of Lady 
Eleanor. summoned his half crazy wife into a 
Pole Court. Everybody will remember the 
rest. The magistrate, fecling that his court 
Was not atribunal forthe adjustment of pri- 
vate rights, sent the case for trial, and the 
Zrond jurv as expeditiously threw it out. But 
Lady Gooch’'s life was ruined beyond redemp- 
tion, and in dying she has made the only ex- 
piation in her power. |
